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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Bromyard  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1951,  which  has 
been  compiled  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  42/51. 

During  1951  an  outbreak  of  Bacilliary  Dysentery  occurred  in  a Residential 
Children’s  Home  and  following  isolation  and  surveillance  no  outside  cases  were 
notified. 

A small  outbreak  of  Food  Poisoning  occurred  amongst  senior  school  children 
of  a comparatively  mild  nature,  some  pupils  actually  feeling  ill  before  ingestion  of 
the  school  meal.  Extensive  bacteriological  samples  were  submitted  to  the  laboratory 
with  the  result  that  the  school  meal  was  completely  exonerated  but  the  exact 
cause  was  never  discovered.  Other  notifiable  disease  remained  at  a low  level  of 
incidence. 

1 wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  interest 
and  support  and  the  Clerk,  Mr.  Flint,  and  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Maxwell  for  their 
help  and  co-operation  at  all  times.

CLINICS 

Under  the  County  Council  and  Regional  Hospital  Board  schemes  the  following 
clinic  facilities  are  available  to  residents  in  the  district:  — 

Child  Welfare  Centre:  On  alternate  Thursdays  from  2.0  to  4.0  p.m.  at  the 
Church  Hall,  Bromyard. 

Venereal  Diseases:  At  the  County  Hospital,  Hereford,  on  Wednesdays  and 
Fridays. 

The  schemes  also  provide  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  Paediatric, 
Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  and  Eye  Clinics.  Children  are  referred  to  these  Clinics  as 
and  when  required,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  School  Medical  or  Infant  Welfare 
Authority,  or  at  the  request  of  the  Medical  Practitioner. 


1 am  indebted  to  Mr.  A.  A.  Maxwell,  Sanitary  Inspector  to  the  Council  for  the 
following  statement  (Section  C to  E)  furnished  under  the  Sanitary  Officers  (Outside 
London)  Regulations. 


SECTION  C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  AND  INSPECTIONS 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  source  of  Buckenhill  where  the  six  springs  are  collected  and  conveyed  by 
gravitation  to  the  Three  Mills  Pumping  Station  has  showed  very  little  fluctuation 
during  the  year  despite  serious  damage  to  the  dam  by  floods.  These  repairs  were 
a formidable  item  and  tenders  were  received  for  this  work  which  showed  a cost  of 
£770  but  the  employees  of  the  Authority  under  my  supervision  undertook  the 
repairs  which  consisted  of  constructing  a reinforced  concrete  wall  28  feet  long  and 
14  feet  deep  and  completed  the  repairs  within  21  days.  Whilst  these  repairs  were 
being  carried  out  no  complaints  of  shortage  were  received.

The  repairs  to  the  gravitation  main  have  been  delayed  owing  to  the  shortage 
of  materials  and  the  prospect  of  getting  these  materials  has  deteriorated.  Chlorina- 
tion is  still  carried  out  at  the  Three  Mills  Pumping  Station  before  the  water  is  raised 
to  the  reservoirs  at  The  Knapp  and  Flaggoners  Green  where  the  storage  is 
100.000  and  40,000  gallons  respectively.  The  bacteriological  samples  taken  showed 
the  quality  of  the  water  as  satisfactory.  The  average  consumption  per  head  is  in- 
creasing due  to  the  lack  of  adequate  water  supplies  in  the  adjoining  Rural  District, 
where  residents  are  applying  lor  a supply  from  the  Urban  area  for  domestic  and 
agricultural  purposes.  Whilst  larger  storage  and  impounding  tanks  are  required,  it 
is  unfair  for  the  Urban  residents  to  be  burdened  with  a cost  for  an  area  from  which 
the  Council  receives  no  rate  assistance  towards  capital  cost  and  the  time  is  ripe  for 
consideration  of  both  the  Urban  and  Rural  Authorities  to  consider  a joint  scheme 
for  the  area  surrounding  Bromyard.  The  supply  is  ample  and  from  an  economic 
view  it  would  be  beneficial  to  our  neighbouring  Rural  area  where  at  present  eight 
farms,  thirteen  houses  and  one  industrial  user  is  supplied  from  the  Town  supply. 

The  order  for  an  automatic  pumping  plant  was  placed  early  in  the  year  with 
the  Midlands  Electricity  Board  and  although  a certain  amount  of  the  equipment  had 
arrived  before  the  end  of  the  year  the  contractors  were  still  waiting  on  essential 
parts  before  commencing  the  work. 

Nine  Samples  of  water  were  examined  and  8 were  satisfactory. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  hope  of  a purification  plant  at  Forburries  expressed  in  last  year's  report 
has  not  materialised  but  in  its  favour  it  can  be  said  that  progress  though  slow  is 
being  made  to  bring  the  scheme  to  fruition.  The  disposal  of  sewage  from  the 
Bannut  Tree  Housing  Site  has  been  the  medium  of  many  meetings  with  the  Engin- 
eering Departments  of  the  Ministry  of  Local  Government  and  their  suggestion  that  a 
temporary  scheme  be  erected  in  the  Old  Orchard  Playing  Field  has  not  met  with 
the  Council’s  approval,  especially  when  the  effluent  from  this  temporary  works  will 
discharge  into  the  Kirkham  sewer.  The  ideal  spot  would  be  at  Kirkham,  but  it 
appears  that  such  a scheme  is  beyond  the  grant  made  for  Housing  Schemes  as  other 
dwellings  will  utilize  these  works.  It  may  be  asked  “ Why  a temporary  scheme,” 
the  reason  given  is  that  this  would  deal  with  the  Bannut  Tree  Estate  until  a com- 
prehensive scheme  was  adopted,  when  the  temporary  works  would  be  obsolete.  It 
is  realized  that  the  Officers  of  the  Ministry  are  carrying  out  their  duties  in  accord- 
ance with  instructions,  but  surely  some  compromise  could  be  reached  and  save 
double  expense.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  removal  of  household  refuse  is  carried  out  by  Contract  and  there  is  one 
collection  weekly  for  the  District. 

The  cleansing  of  the  highways  (classified  roads)  delegated  to  the  Local 
Authority  by  the  County  Council  is  carried  out  daily.  The  local  or  unclassified 
roads  are  cleansed  as  required. 

No  Street  washing  is  carried  out  but  in  hot  weather  disinfectant  is  poured  into 
the  Street  gulleys  to  prevent  offensive  smells  or  infection. 

Public  Conveniences  for  both  sexes  are  situated  in  Church  Street  and  cleansed 
daily,  but  despite  this  attention  the  habits  of  both  sexes  give  cause  for  complaint 
especially  on  Market  Days. 
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MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 


There  is  one  camping  site  in  the  area  which  is  utilized  by  travelling  fairs  and 
circuses. 

RAG  FLOCK  ACTS 

1 here  are  no  premises  in  the  District  requiring  attention  under  these  Acts. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

No  businesses  of  this  type  are  within  the  District. 

DISINFESTATION  OF  PREMISES 

One  house  was  treated  for  a minor  infestation  of  fleas  caused  by  the  purchase 
of  second-hand  bedding. 

RATS  AND  MICE 

An  operator  was  appointed  during  the  year  to  deal  with  this  work  and  his 
efforts  proved  him  an  efficient  officer.  The  approximate  kill  during  the  year  at 
Refuse  Tip — 185;  Sewers — 290;  Business  Premises  and  Private  Houses — 200. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

A complaint  of  alleged  smoke  nuisance  was  received  during  the  year  but  this 
was  due  to  employees  neglect  and  was  rectified  immediately. 

RIVER  POLLUTION 

The  condition  of  the  sewers  has  caused  concern  by  the  effluent  but  it  is  hoped 
that  when  the  Forburries  Outfall  is  treated  this  will  cease. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS 

OUTWORKERS.  No  notifications  were  received  from  H.M.  Inspector  of 
Factories  regarding  premises  used  by  Outworkers.

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SECTION  D.  HOUSING 


No  houses  were  erected  by  the  Local  Authority  during  the  year. 

Two  houses  were  erected  by  Private  Persons. 

A great  deal  of  minor  repair  work  has  been  carried  out  with  informal  action 
but  the  difficulties  of  the  Landlords  in  obtaining  Contractors  in  the  area  cannot  be 
stressed  too  much.  The  Building  Contractors  seem  to  have  a bias  against  small 
repairs  and  the  difficulty  of  landlords  meeting  the  costs  especially  in  cases  where 
the  rents  are  at  an  uneconomical  level  (or  in  some  cases  where  arrears  are  so  great). 
Unless  there  is  some  amendment  to  the  Rent  Restriction  Acts,  property  will  con- 
tinue to  deteriorate  and  even  at  the  present  time  property  let  at  pre-war  rentals  of 
2/6d.  to  5/-  per  week  are  a liability  to  the  owners,  who  in  many  cases  have  not  the 
finance  available  to  do  many  repairs. 

The  abuse  of  Council  owned  and  private  property  causes  alarm,  for  in  many 
cases  defects  in  the  building  are  causes  by  tenants'  neglect,  not  wear  and  tear. 

Overcrowding  as  it  exists  has  been  caused  by  sons  and  daughters  marrying 
and  bringing  their  respective  husband  or  wife  to  live  in  with  the  parents,  and  in  these 
cases  existing  it  is  extremely  doubtful  if  they  could  meet  the  rents  of  the  Council 
owned  property. 

The  installation  of  new  ranges  to  replace  the  Back-to-Back  type  on  the  Ball- 
hurst  Estate  was  completed  in  the  late  summer  and  have  proved  efficient  and 
economical.

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SECTION  E.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


BAKEHOUSES 

There  are  five  bakehouses  in  the  area  which  are  inspected  at  frequent  intervals. 
The  standard  of  cleanliness  in  all  cases  was  fairly  satisfactory. 

PUBLIC  HOUSES  AND  CATERING  ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Licensed  Premises  in  the  district  have  on  request  improved  where  neces- 
sary the  sanitary  accommodation  and  the  washing  facilities  have  been  improved. 
Although  all  the  public  houses  have  not  yet  installed  hot  water  supplies  in 
the  serving  apartments,  promises  to  have  this  put  in  hand  have  been  made  by  the 
Brewery  Companies. 

The  conditions  of  certain  of  the  catering  establishments  was  the  subject  of 
action  during  the  year.  Certain  alterations  and  improvements  were  requested  and 
where  work  has  not  been  completed  it  is  in  progress. 

ICE  CREAM 

Only  one  person  makes  Ice  Cream  in  the  district  and  the  samples  showed  this 
to  be  unsatisfactory  even  though  a Cold  Mix  was  being  used.  It  is  hoped  that  due 
to  representations  made  that  in  the  coming  year  this  vendor  will  either  give  up  the 
business  or  sell  pre-packed  goods. 

FOOD  MANUFACTURING  PREMISES 

The  Butchers’  Shops  used  for  manufacturing  sausage  and  cooked  meat  have 
received  attention  during  the  year  and  where  no  facilities  for  washing  were  pro- 
vided informal  notices  were  served  asking  for  this  along  with  structural  improve- 
ments. The  trade  has  co-operated  well  and  where  all  the  improvements  are  not 
completed,  they  are  in  progress  except  for  one  instance  where  a licence  from  the 
Ministry  of  Works  is  awaited. 

DAIRIES 

There  is  one  dairy  in  the  area  which  has  been  the  cause  of  stern  action  requir- 
ing alterations  and  improvements  in  methods  of  handling  milk.  During  the  year  42 
samples  were  taken  and  17  failed  to  meet  the  recognized  standard  of  cleanliness. 

The  bottles  at  one  dairy  have  been  the  subject  of  bacteriological  examination 
but  the  results  have  proved  far  from  satisfactory.

BYELAWS  UNDER  SECTION  15  OF  THE  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938 

The  Food  Model  Byelaws  for  the  Urban  District  came  into  operation  on  the 
19th  April,  1951.  Inspection  of  food  premises  in  the  district  has  been  commenced 
under  these  Byelaws.  Many  contraventions  have  been  noted  but  in  most  cases  due 
mainly  to  ignorance  of  the  hygiene  of  food  handling.  Much  health  education  re- 
mains to  be  done  in  this  field.

1 hese  figures  compared  with  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year 
child  population  indicate  that  66.5%  of  the  child  population  under  five  years  of  age 
has  been  immunised  against  diphtheria  as  compared  with  58.7%  at  the  end  of  1950. 
100%  of  the  child  population  of  5-14  years  has  been  immunised  against  diphtheria, 
as  compared  with  97.6%  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year.  To  sum  up,  86.7%  of 
the  children  under  15  years  of  age  has  been  immunised  compared  with  83.3%  for 
the  year  ending  31st  December,  1950. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


At  the  end  of  1951  the  Tuberculosis  Register  contained  the  names  of  five  males 
and  seven  females  who  normally  reside  within  the  district. 

During  the  year  two  new  cases  were  notified,  both  on  account  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis.
